BACTERIA NOT HIDEOUS 
BUGS; THEY’RE PLANTS 


State College, Pa.—Contrary to the ! 
belief of the average person, “bac- j 
teria,” some varieties of which cause 
many human diseases, are not “bugs,” 
but they are microscopic plants that I 
closely resemble yeast. 
There are good and bad forms of I 
these plant-like growths, according to 
Professor M. H. Knutsen, in charge; 
of the bacteriology division 
at 
the 
Pennsylvania State College. 
He says 
that it is wrong and misleading to J 
refer to bacteria as “bugs.” 
Bacteria are very simple in th eir; 
structure and under the microscope 
the most common 
forms 
resemble I 
short rods. 
Some are minute spheres I 
and a few are spiral in form. 
There 
is nothing hideous about their ap- j 
pearance, and some of the types that 
cause dreaded diseases are exactly 
the same shape and size as some j 
of the harmless kinds. 
Professor 
Knutsen makes a specialty of study­ 
ing bacterial growths that aid 
the 
farmer in controlling crop diseases, 
as a part of the Pennsylvania Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station w'ork. 
Only very recently an organism has I 
been found that if inoculated into th e , 
soil with plenty of sulphur will pro- j 
duce an acid that will destroy a car- j 
tain fungus that sometimes infests j 
potato fields causing a diseases of po­ 
tatoes. 
Other bacteria have 
been! 
found that change the composition of 
materials in the soil so as to make j 
them available for plant food, under, 
favorable conditions, thus making the 
fields produce larger crops,
